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TEXAS MEWS ITEMS 
I t is reported a contract has been 
(et for a 16-story brick office build­ 
ing in Houston. 
The oil tank of the Mineral Wells 
Electric Light and Power Company, 
containing six cars of oil, exploded 
Monday and injured five persons. 
Monday evening eleven frame res­ 
idences in Houston, in Hyde Park 
addition, just outside the city lim­ 
its, burned. Property loss -is $44,000. 
The meteorological report for the 
month of July as kept by T. B. Wil­ 
ton, voluntary observer, of McKin­ 
ney, shows July to have been the 
hottest month for many years. 
Unless something happens to pro­ 
voke heated discussions of a political 
character, the new tariff bill should 
be enacted into law and the extraor­ 
dinary session of Congress adjourned 
before the end of the week. 
The Denver railroad advises that 
the town of Mayville, near Alvord, 
was destroyed by fire Saturday at 
a loss of $7000. 
The town was in­ 
habited by quarrymen of the road, 
which obtained ballast there. 
While bathing with several other 
boys Sunday, in tile St. Mary’s Riv­ 
er, at Kingsland, Ga., two white boys 
Isaac Carlton and Roy Haddock, id 
years old, were drowned. 
One of the largest real estate deals 
of farm land ever consummated in 
Greenville was made Saturday when 
Hie Martin Dies farm of 312 acres 
near that city, was sold for $100 per 
acre, or $31,200 for the farm. 
A heavy rain fell at 
Gainesville 
Saturday night breaking 
a 
seven 
weeks’ drouth that was ruining all 
the crops. 
The downpour followed 
the hottest day of the year, the mer­ 
cury going up to 107. 
News has just reached El Paso of 
the destruction by fire 
at 
Parras. 
State of Coahuilla, Mexico, of Las 
Estrall, one of the largest and oldest 
cotton mills in the Republic. 
The 
loss is estimated at $500,000. 
According to President Neill of 
the State Farmers’ Union, a 30c per 
bale reduction on cotton, proposed in 
the Railroad Commission’s call for 
a cotton rate hearing, will be accept­ 
ed by the farmers 
if 
that rate is 
made effective. 
The permanent Texas school fund 
has total of $179,920 in it now and 
the Board of Education has used 
$67,000 recently to buy state bonds, 
which matured July I. 
The action 
of the board follows the Govern­ 
or’s veto of-the $1,068,000 to fake 
up bonds, maturing during the two 
years. 
At the Mexican State Department 
Friday it.was said that an old map 
had been discovered which showed 
that the* present site of the city of 
El Paso.was on Mexican soil. Senor 
Beletran' y Puga is now in Washing­ 
ton conferring with Anson Mills, a 
member of the International Boun­ 
dary Commission, over the matter. 
Some alarm has been created by 
Hie non-a-rrival of the British W ag­ 
tail, from Sydney for London. 
She 
left Port Natal on July 26 and since 
then has not been seen by any oilier 
vessel. 
A* search has been instituted 
for her. The Waratah has 3,000 souls 
aboard. 
The fish and oyster boat Reliance 
started for Bastrop Bayou Tuesday 
from Galveston. 
The boat carried 
provisions, etc., for the Relief of the 
destitute^ families at thal.place. The 
6torm hist Wednesday .literally de­ 
molished Quintana and that vicinity. 
B astrop.Bay was visited with great 
fury and those 
who 
survived are 
without even the necessities of life. 
Wednesday San Antonio 
signed 
for its part of ,the contract for the 
railroad which is to be built to Fred­ 
ericksburg. 
Fredericksburg is ready 
to sign as soon as all parties con­ 
cerned can get together. 
A portion of ceiling of the upper 
story of the Y*ust wing of the main 
building of th* asylum at Terrell fell 
at an early 
hour Wednesday, to­ 
gether with some brick, but none of 
the inmates were injured, the falling 
debris striking on the floor between 
the beds. 
The Santa Fe extension is pro­ 
gressing rapidly in the direction of 
Floydada, and everything points to 
the completion of the line this far 
by Sept. I.

The Cabinet crisis which has been

Senor Castellanos, signed their res­ 
ignations, which will be officially pre­ 
sented to President Gomez on his 
arrival Friday from Cavo Cristo.

led the state, with a total of approx­ 
imately 2,000, there being a county 
bond election on also.

out any provocation, cast 1,000 votes. 
The South Texas vote was unusually 
light. 
San Antonio, which led in * 
that territory, cast only 981 votes, 
while Galveston, which has a cotton 
carnival to distract, cast but 135.

Pjarl8, Aug. 3.—The internal sltua- 
lontion in Spain now seems to be im- 
4* 
proved. 
Barcelona has emerged from 
her isolation and the threatened gen­ 
eral strike at Madrid appears to have 
been averted, at least temporarily. 
The first train out of Catalonia’s cap­ 
ital city since the beginning of the 
tragic events there; reached the French 
frontier last night, bringing censored 
and plainly inexact accounts of the 
Insurrection and of the conditions in 
the outlying parts of Catalonia. 
The rest is shrouded in 
mystery. 
Several of the smaller cities are re­ 
ported to be in the hands of the revo­ 
lutionists and a great many villages 
have proclaimed the district a repub­ 
lic. 
Troops are being steadily distrib­ 
uted throughout 
the 
rebellious dis­ 
tricts, and barring 
new 
serious out­ 
breaks the Insurrectionists eventually 
will be forced to capitulate. 
London, Aug. 2.—A dispatch receiv­ 
ed here from Cerbere, France, report 
that the revolutionists have proclaim­ 
e d a republic of Barcelonia and that 
the fortress Montjuich is 
constantly 
firing upon the districts occupied by 
them. 
Forty revolutionists have been 
shot without trial. 
The difficulty with the Riffs has been 
absolutely forced on Spain. The prov­ 
ocation was such as no Government 
could ignore; the situation is such as 
no self-respecting people could retreat 
from, for to retreat 
would 
involve 
great material and political loss. 
The 
immediate trouble began on July 8. 
One that day a party of seven Spanish 
workmen engaged in repairing a bridge 
over the Sidi-Nuna were attacked by 
a band of Kabyles. Four of the Span­ 
iards were killed and one was wound­ 
ed. 
The Moors seized the bodies of 
the dead and kindling a huge pile of 
brushwood attempted to burn them. 
This took place at 8 o’clock in the 
morning and the news soon reached 
Manila. 
The acting Governor, Gen. 
Real, took prompt action. 
With a col­ 
umn of regular troops he started at 
once to punish the outrage. His party 
arrived on the scene in time to rescue 
the remains of the victims. 
Madrid. July 31.—The Government’s 
silence as to the loss of life at Barce­ 
lona is still unbroken and no state­ 
ment is vouchsafed giving an exact 
and adequate idea of the bloody inci­ 
dents attending the repression of the 
revolution. 
Tonight’s summary of the 
situation shows that the conditions at 
Barcelona are greatly improved and 
the belief prevails here that by to­ 
morrow all will be over. 
No informa­ 
tion as to the number of revolutionists 
courtrmartialed 
and 
sentenced 
has 
reached Madrid. 
Already the work of 
clearing away the 
evidences of the 
revalution at Barcelona has begun. 
London. July 31.—The Daily Tele­ 
graph’s correspondent 
at 
Barcelona 
gives a graphic description of affairs 
up to Wednesday evening. 
He com­ 
ments on the extraordinary 
sudden­ 
ness of the outbreak of the insurrec­ 
tion which took the public completely 
by surprise on Monday morning. 
By 4 o’clock in the afternoon barri­ 
cades were being erected and 
there 
was firing in every direction. By that 
time a state of siege had been pro­ 
claimed. telegraph lines cut, bridges 
dynamited, railways stopped and Bar­ 
celona isolated. 
Throughout Tuesday 
the same scenes 
continued, but the 
troops were quite inactive, everybody 
asking what the Captain General and 
the military were doing. Only the po­ 
lice and civil guard were trying to 
stamp out the insurrection. 


City of Mexico. Aug. 3.—A dispatch 
received from Acapulco at a late hour 
yesterday states that the earthquake 
shocks still continue. 
All 
buildings 
which are still standing are untenant­ 
ed, a heavy rain is falling and many 
are suffering for want of shelter. 
Food, clothing and medicine is un 
gently needed, but thus far no relief 
steps have been taken by the Federal 
Government. 
It 
was 
stated at the 
War Department that no request for 
National aid had been received yet. It 
is feared that relief measures are be­ 
ing held up through red tape. The ap­ 
peal for Federal aid 
must 
first be 
made to Gov. Damian Flores of the 
State of Guerrero, who in turn will 
transmit the

to 
President 
(Diaz. 
The people of Acapulco have 
heard that the United States has of­ 
fered to send food and supplies on a 
warship and are overjoyed at the pros­ 
pects.
